The 
CRC room was added to the 
science department gained an 
additional two science labs.

A team of tutors took 
the incoming calls, and ex- 
plained how to handle the 
problem. When expert advice 
was needed, Channel 6 had a 
back up group of teachers who 
could be consulted. The staff, 
students, and community 
waited for years for the ren- 
ovations and improvements 
completed this school year. 
Yearbook members took four 
months to develop a workable 
theme. Students struggling 
with difficult homework as- 
signments for years have 
wondered what to do. Now, it

and the tests are difficult, 
so if you don’t pay atten- 
tion in class, you don’t 
pass.” Renae Hodgins said,

but it’s worth it in the end.” 
IN order to pass the class, 
the students had to pass all 
of the tests and they had 
to pass their final driving 
test, which was either the 
last Wednesday, Thurs- 
day, or Friday, in which 
they had to do everything 
without the aid of the in- 
structors.

This goal was 
reached when the school 
was awarded Exemplary 
High School because 
67 % of the parents were 
involved in at least one 
school event, and “be- 
cause of the kids who 
can see their school is an 
outstanding place to be” 
stated Mr. Langolf, DR. 
Crosby’s second con- 
cern of raising athletic 
achievements was ad- 
dressed by Mr. Semels- 
berger who said “athlet- 
ically we are competing 
in one of the top con- 
ferences in the state and 
have done very well. 
Plus, the sportsmanship 
awards won by school 


are particularly impor- 
tant.” Mr. Semelsberger 
is in a good position to 
know what he’s talking 
about because he’s been 
athletic director for 10 
years and spends up to 
70 hours per week with 
school and athletic du- 
ties.

“I wanted to help peo- 
ple. When I look back 
on my own life, teachers 
were people that had a 
positive effect on me. I 
would like to have that 
kind of effect on my stu- 
dents,” stated Mr. 
White. This was Mr. 
White’s first year teach- 
ing at PHHS./ He 
taught 9th and 10th 
grade basic algebra. AL- 
THOUGH this was Mr.

“PHHS is an extremely 
dynamic place to work;

administrators are all 
very active inside and 
out of the classroom. 
PHHS has a very com- 
mited staff and excel- 
lent student body.” MR. 
Liu has been teaching 
for eight years. He 
taught in China for six 
years at a post-graduate 
school in China, where 
he moved from, and this 
is his second year teach- 
ing at Port Huron High 
School. Mr. Liu stated 
that the reason he 
moved to the United 


States was because we 
have a better education 
system. The teaching 
300techniques are more 
traditional here. At the 
elementary and junior 
high levels the technol- 
ogy is more advanced, 
than it is here, so in that 
sense they are ahead of 
us in education, but once 
students reach the high 
school and college levels 
they put less emphasis 
on education in general, 
whereas, in the United 
States the interest of 
education at those lev- 
els does not drop. Mr 
Liu stated one downfall 
of the United States ed- 
ucation system. That 
being, we have too much 
freedom. “Too much 
freedom,” meaning we 
get to pick the classes we 
want to take and in gen- 
eral we just have too 
many choices to make 
on our own. Whereas in 
China, their classes are 
picked for them and 
they are told what to do. 
Mr. Liu thinks kids be- 
have better over there. 
The positive aspects of 
American education in- 



clude better technology 
in some areas, more ac- 
tivity, and stronger pro- 
grams in high school and 
college. MR. Dickey also 
a new teacher, teaches 
Civics. Although he is 
new he’s got connec- 
tions. His wife Rosetta 
Dickey also is a teacher 
here at P.H. Does both 
husband and wife work- 
ing at the same high 
school cause problems? 
“No, I think it is great! 
We get a chance to 
spend more time with 
each other and discuss 
things more often. I like 
it very much,” stated 
Mr. Dickey. MR. Dickey 
helped with the Varsity 
Football team. He was 
the offensive line coach. 
HOW is Mr. Dickey ad- 
justing to his teaching 
position at PHHS? 
“Perhaps it is the three 
classes of students that 
I have.

riences I have ever had.

Since it is 
required, some students 
tend to rebel, but those 
students tend to rebel 
against everything. Per- 
haps, I have not made it 
fun enough for students 
but then not everything 
or everyday should be 
just fun! LIKE stu- 
dents, it also takes 
teachers a few semes- 
ters, sometimes even 
years, to adjust. I am 
sure, given the time and 
patience, working to- 
gether with the rest of 
the faculty and stu- 
dents, we can all contin- 
ue the outstanding ed- 
ucational progress that 
is possible and is al- 
ready happening here at 
Port Huron High 
School. One of the best 
high schools anywhere 
in the world! Go, Big 
Reds!” IN 1976 Mrs. Di- 
ane King-McMorran 
was hired at Port Huron 
High.

“STAND up, go to the 
cart, pick up a purple 
marker, and set it on the 
typewriter.” This is one 
of the commands that 
were given to the Ger- 
man students. Mr. Kraft 
said that his students 
“follow directions pret- 
ty well.” The Spanish 
students usually re- 
ceived commands like

The French students re- 
ceived commands that 
were a little different.

IN almost every math 
class a person can hear, 
“When are we going to 
use this stuff?” SO what 
is the answer? Math 
student Kim Shiite said 
it like this, “We use 
math every day and 
don’t even realize it!” 
Think about it. We use 
math to tell how long we 
have left in class, we use 
math to pay for our 
lunch, and we use math 
to figure out how many 
days are left before 
summer vacation! 


WITH jobs using tech- 
nology, math skills are 
imperative. The staff of 
Port Huron High School 
is keeping up with the 
demands by offering ad- 
vanced math courses 
and requiring students 
to take a minimum of 
four credits or two years. 
The students are keep- 
ing up with the de- 
mands also, with over 
300 of them taking three 
and four years of math. 
THE results of these ef- 
forts are shown by the 
number of students tak- 
ing the A.P. Calculus 
exam. Last year nine 
students took this exam. 
Some of the students 
who took this exam got 
high enough scores to 
get college credit before 


even entering college. 
MATH skills played 
into the science area. In 
Chemistry the first six 
tests were based mainly 
on equations, a math 
skill. DNA, RNA, Neu- 
trons, Protons, and 
Electrons, what are all 
these things? Most of 
the students who have a 
science class can answer 
that question. “They are

all things that have to 
do with science,” stated 
Senior Fred Pryor. Car- 
rie Crane said, “Science 
is important because it 
helps us to improve 
medications and to im- 
prove on the growing 
amounts of technolo- 
gy.” At PH one of the 
recent focus points was 
a study of environmen- 
tal issues. One hands on 
lab was the testing of the 
40th Street Pond water. 
Another was studying of 
the plant life in the area. 
Some students rowed 
out in boats to sift 
plankton from the pond 
so the class could ob- 
serve it through a mi- 
croscope. ANOTHER 
lab was collecting bac- 
teria from different 


parts of the school. Stu- 
dents used simple scotch 
tape to take the culture, 
and transferred it to a 
petri dish to observe 
growth. IN Chemistry 
students conducted 
flame tests to see the 
color of chemicals. In 
Life Science the stu- 
dents also grew bacte- 
ria. They let it grow for 
five days and then ob- 
served. The Biology 
classes tested for pollu- 
tion outside of the 
school in the same way 
as they did for the bac- 
teria.

Somolia has also served as the main 
battleground for clans fighting for su- 
premacy after Siad Barrels ouster. Many 
have died in this fighting, estimates range 
from 10,000 to 60,000.

SPANNING the musical spectrum, Fun- 
gus Grog plays it all. They have created 
songs that range from their brand of funky 
noise to a kind of psychedelic death metal. 
Talk about versatile, each member of the 
band at one time or another, plays every 
instrument in the band. Mainly, however, 
Richard Cox, an 89 P.H. graduate, plays 
the guitar, Matt Card, currently a junior at 
P.H., plays the drums and Mike Pickel- 
haupt, a former Northern student, plays 
bass. They were formed about two years 
ago when Richard joined Matt and Mike 
who had already been playing together 
about three years. There was an immediate 
bond between them and, in almost no time, 
they had their first song, “D.J. E Z Freez- 
E.P.” That song is now part of their in- 
strumental, “Funky Dog Toenails.” Fun- 
gus Grog currently has eleven original songs 
including “BUM”, “Drip of Love”, and 
“Crucifix”. They also do cover songs such 
as Gary Newman’s “Cars.” The band has 
played all over the Blue Water Area at 
places such as Ruby, Flint, and Marysville, 
however, their favorite shows have all been 
right here in Port Huron. Music as a ca- 
reer? They wouldn’t have it any other way. 
As Matt Card said once, “Music is pretty 
much my life, I’m just going to live it up.” 
THREE years ago, a drummer, named Der- 
rick Erdman, was introduced to Corey Car- 
lisle, a guitar player, and the two, finding 
that their styles and musical tastes meshed, 
decided to start a band. Both Derrick and 
Corey were then sophomores at Port Huron 
High School. And after going through about 
six bassist, singers, and guitarists, they fi- 
nally got a steady line-up, Derrick Erdman, 
Corey Carlisle and Jeff Wilton on bass, 
when they met at a party. They are how- 
ever, looking for a singer. Derrick writes 
most of the bands lyrics while Corey and 


Jeff make the music. They have four orig- 
inal songs, and do about fifteen cover songs. 
The band has played seven times in front 
of live audiences, three of those in school. 
They’re “just getting warm,” as Derrick 
liked to think. TIM Weidner and Michael 
Selepack had always loved music and it was 
natural for them to get instruments and 
play music. However one, fourteen year old 
drummer, Tim, and one thirteen year old 
guitar player, Michael, never did make 
much of a band, so they went searching. 
Four years ago, when Tim and Michael were 
new students at Port Huron High School, 
they heard about a bass player named Rob- 
bie Harris. A time and place was set up so 
Robbie and Michael could play, to see if it 
would work. But, in tragic turn of events, 
that night, as Robbie and Michael were 
walking across Lapeer Road, they were hit 
by a small truck and Robbie was killed in- 
stantly. It was three years before the band 
could find another bassist to fill the empty 
slot. Michael was a junior, Tim a senior, 
and their bass player was a freshman named 
Nick Hofer. The three then recruited John 
Osgood as a singer and the band’s line-up 
was finalized. They have since played in 
the school twice, at dances in 1992-93 par- 
ties, and are planning more gigs around 
town that are not school related. MATT 
Feher has been in art class all his school 
life, but only in the last four years, has he 
found that what he really likes is ceramics. 
Matt has had pieces such as prints and even 
a bust of Christ in various museum art 
shows, but this year, his senior year, a pot 
of his own creation was accepted into the 
Scholastic Art Show. The scholastic show- 
cases art of any form from high school stu- 
dents. Out of 2,400 pieces sent in, 1,600 
were accepted. These pieces went into re- 
gional competition and if a Gold Key Award 


was won, the piece moved onto national 
competition in New York, and then it would 
compete internationally. Matt Feher’s pot 
won a Gold Key at regional competition in 
January and moved to New York. This win- 
ning piece was about eight inchs high glazed 
over with blue triangles and green stripes 
and had an adobe motif.
